Permanent Trust Funds 


The Mahala Gay fund of $1,000 was paid into the 
town treasury April 26, 1892, and the interest at 5 per 
cent is devoted to aid the town poor. 

The Frances L. Fuller cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury March 17, 1894, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent is to be devoted to the care of her lot 
and monument in the cemetery. 

The Merriam G. Addison cemetery fund of $100 
was paid into the town treasury June 29, 1894, and the 


interest at 4 per cent is to be used in the care of her lot 
in the cemetery. 


The Emily M. Childs cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury April 13, 1895, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent is to be used in the care of George 
A. Nason lot in the cemetery. 

The Sophronia Paige cemetery fund of $60 was 
paid into the town treasury July 1, 1898, and the inter- 
est at 4 per cent is to be used toward keeping in proper 
care the Daniel N. Adams lot in the cemetery. 

The Belinda Quimby cemetery fund of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury Jan. 30, 1900, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent 1s to be used in keeping the lots of 
her father and husband in proper condition and towards 
the general care of the cemetery. 

The Joseph Davis Jr. cemetery fund:of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury June 30, rg00, and the in- 
terest at 4 per cent annually is to be used in keeping the 
burial lots of Joseph Davis and Joseph Davis, Jr., in 
proper condition and the balance towards the general 
care of the cemetery. 

The Thirzah Kinsley Beal cemetery fund of $100 
was paid to town Feb. 15, 1901. Interest upon the same 


as 


at 4 per cent annually to be used in keeping the Kins- 
ley lot in proper condition and the balance to be used 
towards keeping care of the cemetery. 

The Chastina B. Fowler cemetery fund of $40 was 
paid town Feb. 14, 1903. Interest upou the same at 4 
per cent annually to be use for caring for her burial lot. 

The Lydia J. (Hill) Heath fund of $500 was paid 
to town by Charles McDaniel and David P. Goodhue 
trustees, Feb. 1, 1908. At the annual town meeting ‘in 


March 1907, said fund was accepted on condition to pay 
said trustees or their successors an annual interest of 4 
per cent for the benefit of the Springfield Union meet- 
ing-house society or church, agreeably to the condition 
in her will. 

February 13, 1909, David P. Goodhue paid to Town 
of Springfield $100 to be a permanent cemetery trust 
fund. 

By former vote of town four per cent on this fund is 
to be used annualy for proper care of his lot in Spring- 
field cemetery: and toward the general use thereof. 

February 15, 1909, Charles McDahiel paid Town of 
Springfield Selectmen $100, to be a permanent cemetery 
fund. 

By vote of town four per cent on this fund to be 
used for keeping the McDaniei lot in proper condition 
and for the general care of the cemetery. 

Maro 1009. Charles L.° Russell, éxecutor ofthe 
estate of Frank B. Morgan, paid selectmen of Spring- — 
field $50 to be a permanent cemetery fund to be at four 
per cent annually, and the interest to be used for care 
of the Morgan lot. 

October 1910, Arthur H. Soden and Mary Clement 
‘Metcalf paid into the town $100 to be a permanent fund 
at four per cent annually, forthe care of the Quimby 
and Clement lots. 

February 14, 1912, Madison A. Burnham paid into 
the town $50 to be a permanent fund at four per cent

annually, to be expended in keeping his and John Jef- 
fers burial lot in proper condition, and towards the gen- 
eral care of the cemetery and walls around the same. 
February 14, 1912, Amanda McDaniel’s estate and 
Warren S. Quimby paid to the town $100 for a perman- 
ent cemetery fund, the interest thereon to be expended 
annually by the town in keeping the Samuel Quimby 
' lot in correct shape, and towards the care of cemetery 
and surroundings.

Springfield School Board 


In our last annual report, we gave some of the re- 
quirements of parents, guardians and all interested in 
the education of school children. 

We think the attendance and work of the scholars 
this year has been a decided improvement upon former 
years. A few of those required by law to attend con- 
stantly were not as punctual nor attended through each 
term sufficiently to comply with the requirements. 

The School Board may have been remiss in not en- 
forcing the more constant attendance without a satis- 
factory reason for absences. 

So far as we could judge all pupils that were in 
school practically each day during each term, showed 
marked and satisfactory improvement. We think we 
have some as good scholars of their age, in the several 
branches taught, as may be found in any country town. 

It is somewhat difficult to select and procure the 
services of teachers peculiarly adapted to the conditions 
of each school and each scholar. We secured the serv- 
ices of teachers, well educated, well recommended and 
have no criticism of their school work. It is impossible 
to retain teachers for several terms in succession unless 
they can have the support of the. parents and School 
Board with the co-operation of all. One school has 
been very fortunate by having the same teacher for 


several successive terms and years. It is of the utmost 
importance that we with-hold criticism of school, schol- 
ars or teacher in public. 

A single person may injure the whole school not 
only for one term but for many succeeding terms by 
talking that their girl or boy is unjustly treated by 
teacher or older scholars. 

If each would try to help and encourage all to be 
obedient, punctual and observant of all school rules and 
regulations, better results would be obtained. 

Fellow citizens, please read and re-read our last 
annual report and let us all endeavor to have our 
schools, for years to come, improve and our children 
better fitted for a higher education and the duties of 
true American citizens.
